It would be unwise, however, to 
think this frank confession by the 
Soviet committee indicates fear. 
It-still is head of a police state. 
It has in its hands all the controls. 
It is helped, too, by what all the 
Western observers admit is great- 
er acceptance of the Communist 
regime than at any previous 
time. But they still will have dif- 
ficulty stirring the minds of peo- 
ple to fervor in behalf of the drab 
dialectic of communism. 


No Appreciation 


During the visit of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon to Russia a newspaper 
published a criticism from an old 
Bolshevik. He charged that the 
younger people who had not 
known the sacrifices and hard- 
ships of the struggle to over- 
throw the opposition and estab- 
lish a Communist government did 
not have a proper appreciation of 
Marxism and what it had done 
for them. This is a truth—which 
the old men of revolutions learn 
with bitterness. 


We in this country cannot af- 
ford smugness. 


We often hear a similar com-| —_— 


plaint in our country—that too 
many people today do not appre- 
ciate democracy and its guar- 
antees of freedom. And there is 
truth in it. It is a familiar sight 
to see 50 or more ministers pub- 
licly protesting, let us say, the 
sale of beer. But to see more than 
the merest handful appear in be- 
half of the violation. of the bill of 
rights or racial injustice is a rare, 
rare sight. Democracy is built on 
_ law and the bill of- rights. Yet, 
often the businessman and lay- 
~ men are as fearful of controversy 
in this field as the clergy. Apathy 
increases. Democracy and free- 
dom suffer. YY

Wednesday's fire here was so 
swift that Mrs. Clifford Ryden, 
mother of the children, only had 
time to rescue her son Larry from 
the flames. He died several hours 
later in a hospital. 


Sheriff Seagraves said the fire 
apparently started when Larry 
poured kerosene on a fireplace. 
The Rydens lived on the Edgar 
Hughes farm near Comer 17 miles 
northeast of Athens.

Panels in 2 Houses 


Clear Measures

Senate and House committees 
Wednesday cleared for passage a 
batch of important administration 
bills—among them a measure de- 


signed to save millions on the in- 
surance of state property. 


Administration leaders in both 
houses expected early passage 
next week on several parts of the 
governor's program and some re- 
organization measures. 


The Senate Rules Committee 
gave unanimous approval to a 
bill to streamline policies of in- 
surance protection for state prop- 
erty. The bill also makes it pos- 
sible for the state to write its 


own insurance on some holdings. | 


CRAVEY FROWNS 


Insurance Commissioner Zack 
D. Cravey frowns upon the self- 
insurance provision of the bill, 
but he told The Constitution: “‘If 
the administration and the Gen- 
eral Assembly think it is the 
proper thing, I won't oppose it in 
any degree.” 


During the Rules Committee dis- 
cussion of the bill, Sen. Douglas 
Carlisle of Macon asked ‘if Cravey 
had been consulted,. He recalled 
that about two years ago Cravey 
spoke against a similar bill being 
considered by a House commit- 
tee. He said Cravey referred to 
the bill as “state socialism” at 
that time. 


Sen. Carl Sanders of Augusta, 
Senate president pro tem, 
Senate Floor Leader Robert Cul- 
pepper of Camilla said as far as 
they knew, Cravey had not been 
consulted.

Last year, for example, some 27,000 
Georgians sent in tax forms but did not 
include a check or money order. In other 
words, they were taking a chance. They 
could not be accused of not filing a re- 
turn. They hoped the state revenue de- 
partment would be too busy to collect— 
or that the cost of locating them would 
be too much.

These 27,000 deliberately cheated the 
state and the taxpayers who paid up. 


In addition to these, many thousands 
more filed no returns at all. Many per- 
sons, for example, are transferred to 
Georgia and among them are always 
those few, to be found anywhere, who 
wish to cheat. They pay no taxes at all 
save the sales tax. They know they will 
be here but two or three years and feel 
they can get by. 

Why is there any opposition to pay- 
ing taxes due? The withholding tax is 
not a new tax. It is an effort to collect 
an existing tax from those who do not 
pay. 

We cannot believe a legitimate busi- 
ness is unwilling to see that all its em- 
ployes carry out their tax duties to the 
state. What are the influences at work 
seeking to defeat this measure? 

Gov. Vandiver’s program of spending 
is a good one. It is based on collecting 
money due. It does not include any new 
tax. It aims at collecting existing taxes. 
By all means let those residents who do 
not wish to pay due taxes have it with- 
held along with the rest of us who have 
been paying our share always.

Steel Settlement Spurs 
Upward Price Pressures 


Anticipating the results of the recent 
steel settlement, the furniture industry 
already is beginning to raise prices, ac- 
cording to a story in the Wall Street 
Journal. The information comes from the 
Winter Furniture Market in Chicago, 
which attracts thousands of retailers, 
manufacturers, materials suppliers and 
others. 

Noting that price hikes of 3 per cent 
or more are going into effect, the story 
points up what may be the eventual gen- 
eral effect of the settlement. The furni- 
ture industry is not a large user of steel 
but. expected increases in steel costs 
triggers upward pressures and makes it 
easier to rationalize hikes in a number 
of other industries. 

Thus the inflationary effect of the 
settlement already is making itself felt. 
If the past is any gauge, the upward spiral 
gradually will spread throughout the en- 
tire economy. If the industry increases 
prices in any appreciable amount, the 
American consumer will pay for it in 
higher prices for all commodities he buys. 

During the dispute, President Eisen- 
hower said repeatedly that both the 
unions and the steel companies should act 
responsibly in the public interest. He 
pointed to the dangers of inflation and 
said that both should remember the big- 
ger interests of the nation. 

It is doubtful now and will become 
increasingly so in the months ahead 
whether the President’s objectives have 
been achieved. The feared results al- 
ready are coming to pass.

Financing Plan Is Heart 


Of Vandiver’s Message 


Gov. Vandiver’s 100-million-dollar plus improvement program 
spelled out for Georgia’s convening General Assembly brought forth 
the expected cheers. The hurrahs were set off as much for the chief 
executive’s promise of no additional taxes as for the new and ex- 


panded services he pledged. 
Vandiver’s oft-repeated vows to 

maintain segregation, no matter 

the assaults by the NAACP, the 


federal government or the devil 
himself, likewise touched off the 
favorable reaction they always do. 

While he offered no solution ’to 
the pending school-racial crisis, 
no one really expected him to. 

The governor’s annual message, 
brimming with economic optim- 
ism, left the -average legislator 
and probably the average tax- 
paying Georgian with the convic- 
tion that maybe things are not as 
bad as we thought. 


This assurance was badly need- 
ed. Lawmakers who bothered to 
add the costs of the programs 
promised under the theme of re- 
organization and progress this 
session find some $42,800,000 in ad- 
ditional expenditures indicated for 
the next fiscal year. They also dis- 
cover a total long-range and short- 
range cost increase of about 134 
million dollars. 

In a burgeoning economy, few 
could find much to quarrel with 
in Gov. Vandiver’s program. . 

The governor’s message had, 
too, worthy economy features in- 
cluding insuring that the state 
draws interest on idle funds, con- 
tinued savings in purchases, tough- 


er enforcement _of tax collec- | 


tions and a move toward a state 
self-insurance program. 

But the bulk of the wherewith- 
al to pay the fiddler when the 
state dances into the new areas 
outlined by Vandiver will come 
from three sources: 

1. The state withholding tax, 
about which the governor has at- 
tempted to build a solid wall to 
forestall efforts to tie any tax- 
relief features that would lessen 
the additional revenue it will 
bring. 

2. Authority financing for school 
construction, Milledgeville State 
Hospital projects, prison system 
buildings and the like. The gov- 
ernor draws a sharp distinction 
between this type authority finan- 
cing and much of that done by 
the Griffin administration. 

3. A booming economy, which 
will result in. growing tax reve- 
nues from the present system. 

These are the reasons the Vandi- 
ver administration can say, to the 
great joy of the Legislature, that 
it will not ask for any new taxes.

Somehow, some way, the 
state’s leaders are hoping against 
hope that. cloud won’t be nearly 
so ominous when it is overhead.

U.S. Gives 
(;o-Ahead 
For Saturn 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The gov- 
ernment gave the go-ahead 
Wednesday for an early 
start on super-powered upper 
stages for the Saturn, a brawny 
rocket designed to explore other 
planets and the moon. 


A mixture of oxygen and hydro-! 
gen in liquid form—the most effi- 
cient fuel known—will be used to 
power the upper stages. Including 
two such stages. The Saturn will 
be 150 feet long and capable of 
carrying big payloads to the 
moon and nearer planets. 


MOON TRIP 


The Saturn eventually will be 
able to send “several men on a 
trip around the moon, and even 
place them in a satellite orbit 
about the moon, before returning 
them to earth.” 


The go-ahead for work on the 
upper stages was given by the 
national aeronautics and space 
administration and the Defense 
Department. The space agency 
now will “initiate negotiations 
with industry within a month” 
for the upper stages. The an- 
nouncement did not say so, but it 
was learned they will be fueled 
by liquid oxygen-liquid hydrogen. 
TITAN LOSES 

This would rule out the Titan 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
as an upper stage since it uses 
other types of fuel. 


Ground tests for the Saturn 
main stage, which gets its power 
from liquid oxygen and high-grade 
kerosene, are scheduled at Hunts-, 
ville in early spring. The first 
full-fledged Saturn space mission 
is scheduled for 1964 or 1965.

Being able to understand your- 
self is one of the most important 
aspects of good mental health.

Mr. Jones was late one after- 
noon, The therapist asked the 
group how they felt about his 
tardiness.

If a patient is absent, the thera- 
pist calls him and inquires about 
him. Calling the patient is not 
done in any other form of therapy.

Labor Law 
Upheld by 
U.S. Court 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The 
U.S. District Court Wednesday 
upheld the constitutionality of the 
new Landrum-Griffin labor bill 


which forbids “hot cargo” pro- 
visions in labor contracts. 


U. S. District Judge William T. 
Sweigert enjoined Local 17 of the 
Lithographers Union from enter- 
ing a “hot cargo” clause in a 
‘contract it is negotiating with the 
‘San Francisco Bay area lithog- 
raphers, The union has been on 
strike since Nov. 23. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board asked for the ban on the 
clause which would provide that 
workers would not be required to 
handle material coming from, or 
destined for, a struck firm. 


Stuart Rothman, NLRB general 
counsel, said this was the board’s 
first court case under the law 
passed by Congress Sept. 14. 


Union lawyer Benjamin M. Rob- 
inson, of New York, argued that 
the law was discriminatory be- 
cause it does not forbid hot cargo 
boycotts by clothing and building 
trade unions, but makes second- 
ary boycotts illegal for other la- 
bor unions.

3. Eight governments in posi- 
tion to give long-term funds to un- 
developed nations, in addition to 
what they are already contribut- 
ing to international organizations, 
will consult and coordinate devel- 
opment assistance. 


FRESH START 


No problem of substance was 
settled at the two-day meeting but 
a fresh start was given to free 
world cooperation in the trade and 
in the aid fields. Two of the most 
important elements in this effort

Sanders said the state currently 
pays full schedule premiums for 
insuring everything from dog. ken- 
nels to “‘five-million-dollar school 
buildings, some of which you 
couldn’t burn down with a blow- 
torch.” 


The bill provides for the hiring 
of an insurance specialist in the 
office of the supervisor of pur- 
chases. It also calls for a full 
inventory of state property by the 
supervisor and the working out of 
a complete new insurance pro- 
gram. Sanders said it probably 
will take two to three years to set 
up an adequate self insurance pro- 
gram. 


FAVORABLE REPORT 


The Rules Committee also re- 
ported favorably on administra- 
tion bills to: 


Strengthen the system of per- 
sonnel record-keeping by the 
State Merit System: authorize 
the supervisor of purchases to 
arrange for fidelity bonds for all 
state officials, with the exception 
of constitutional office holders: 
abolish the office of supervisor of 
naval stores; allow the Budget | 
Bureau to control state automo- 
bile mileage rates. 


It reported favorably on one 
non-administration resolution in- 
troduced by Sen. John H. Woddall 
of Woodland. It provides for a 
constitutional amendment to al- 
low two or more political sub- 
divisions to act jointly in setting 
up area vocational schools. Lt. 
Gov. Garland Byrd called the 
measure “‘one of the most im- 
portant in the school legislation 
program.” 

ACTION DELAYED | 

The House Judiciary Commit- | 
tee, meanwhile, delayed action 
on a Fulton County bill which | 
would require the firing of any 
public official who pleads nole 
contendere (no contest) to 
charges involving moral turpi- 
tude. The committee agreed in 
principle to the bill,- but members 
questioned the constitutionality of: 
it as it is written. A subcom- 
mitee was named to redraft it 
and remove the technical objec- 
tions. 


The House State of the Repub- 
lic Committee cleared four ad- 
ministration measures, but de- 
layed action on the governor's 
proposal to revise the Highway 
Allocation Amendment. Rep. 
George Busbee of Dougherty said 
he may have an amendment to 
offer to the bill, and the com- 
mittee agreed to hold the meas- 
ure temporarily. 


The committee gave quick ac- 
tion, however, to three bills to 
remove restrictions on interest 
rates on bonds sold by the State 
Hospital Building Authority, the 
State School Building Authority 
and the State Office Building Au- 
thority.

It also approved for passage

Meanwhile Wednesday, admin- 
istration forces picked up support 
from two strong state-wide organ- 
izations for the proposal to amend 
the Highway Allocations Amend- 
ment.

Carney Was Funnier 
In His Sewer Days 


By PAUL JONES 
Art Carney, a comedian who has won plaudits 
for both comedy and serious roles this season, spent 
most of his ae television career in a sewer—and 
as far as most viewers are concerned he would be bet- 


ter off if he went back. 


I have been an admirer of Mr. 
Carney for several years, think- 
ing that he possesses one of the 


generation. But 
I am inclined to 
a agree with 
"sa most of the 
sae Viewers who 
== would like to 
“e see him back 
"ee in the sewer. 
As you might 
recall, Art 
went “under- 
ground” on the 
Jackie Gleason show when he, 
Jackie and Audrey Meadows 
participated in a series of howl- 
ingly funny sketches called 
*‘The Honeymooners.” Art was 
so effective as the man in the 
sewer that he was besieged 
with offers when Gleason de- 
cided to cover up the man- 
hole and end the TV series. 


Since that time Art has un- 
dertaken a number of projects 
on TV, some of which have 
been somewhat less than over- 
whelming, while others have 
been greeted with rave notices 
by the critics. Carney has 
switched from drama to comedy 
and back to drama in an effort 
to prove that cleaning sewers is 
not really his forte. 


On Saturday he will be seen 
in what the NBC-TV press de- 
partment is calling “‘his most 
demanding role to date.” 


He will play an alcoholic in 
“Call Me Back,” which is sup- 
posed to be a tour de force 
for Mr. C. 


During the 60-minute telecast 
he will utilize only two props— 
a telephone and a bottle of 
booze. He will create a study 
in loneliness about a man who 
comes home and can’t contact 
the outside world. His whole 
life unfolds as he makes phone 
calls all over. You won't see 
anyone else on the program. Not 
even a messenger boy or de- 
livery boy. 

Possibly I should not count 
Mr. Carney out before he has 
had a chance to show what he 
can do, but I do recall that only 
a few people in the theater have 
been able to do successful one- 
man shows. 


Victor Borge, who sits all 
alone on a stage with only a 
piano and a 100-piece symphony 
orchestra; Alec Templeton, wit- 
pianist-story teller extraordi- 
nary, and Cornelia Otis Skinner 
are three such artists that come 
to mind immediately. Temple-

ART HAS NO QUALMS about 
sitting alone with a telephone 
and a bottle for 60 minutes. 


“Though I hate the word my- 
self and know that it’s been 
used too much, I must say that 
this is the most challenging 
thing I’ve ever done,”” Carney 
says. 


“The solo performance 
(which, incidentally, was taped 
some time ago) didn’t bother 
me because I believe in the 
material. I understood the char- 
acter. It’s an unusual and 
strong story and a number of 
people told me that I was stick- 
ing my neck out with this kind 
of material. But I don’t agree. 
The story is not distasteful; it’s 
not vulgar. It is absolute truth. 
These things happen to people. 
You feel as if you are peeking 
into a window watching this 
guy. 


It may be “an unusual and 
strong story’ as Art says, but 
I've already seen “The Lost 
Weekend.”

experience. More important than the actual kill is 
the gathering before the hunt, to exchange greet- 
ings with old friends you may not see from one 
season to the next, and when the hunt is over the

It really doesn’t make too much difference 
about the birds. Of course there’s more excite- 
ment when they are plentiful, and you get a cer- 
tain satisfaction when your aim is good instead 
of poor. But even that is not so important as 
just being there to participate in the noisy oc- 
casion. 


Much of the hunting in the Southern states has 
grown up around the gathering of the clan. Even 
as a sporting event, it represents our way of 
life. When we rabbit hunt we gather in packs of 
dogs and people and spread out over 10, 15 or 20 
acres of hillside, swamp or broomsedge field, for

some exciting races. In many of the Southern 
states we hunt deer by driving them with dogs, 
past standers who remain in one spot—theo- 
retically at least—from the time they are placed 
on a stand by the master of the drive until a 
truck or car comes along to pick them up again. 


Some of our turkey shooting is done in front of 
human drivers. In a few places we even gang 
hunt for ducks, in groups of from 4 to 10 or 
more hunters. We go in packs at night for foxes, 
possums or raccoons. 


Our section of the country is the only one I 
know where tradition and ritual are a part of the 
hunt. When you try for elk, bear, sheep, moose, 
caribou and other big game species in the Far 
West and Northwest, you are generally on your 
own, or with a guide to help you spot and stalk 
the animal you are after, and get it out of the 
woods if you happen to kill it before it kills you. 


It is the same story for smaller game species 
over most of the continent. When you look for an 
elusive whitetail buck, you and your partner 
separate to cover as much territory as possible. 
One man and his dog will try for grouse, or 
woodcock or rail. Gunning is a sport of the in- 
dividual. 


Not so in the Deep South. We may do most of 
our wild turkey stalking on the lone hunter basis, 
and when dogs are not allowed for deer hunting 
we are generally on our own. But we much prefer 
to make it a social event with a brief get-to- 
gether before the shoot to shake hands and ex- 
change little pleasantries, and then a more in- 
formative conclave after the shoot is over to 
indulge in the series activities—among which is 
lingering over the trivial details of the shoot, and 
to make plans for the next at the earliest possible 
date.

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Georgia Business 
Boost Is Predi 
In Interest Rates.

About some matters more or less financial: 


With money already the “tightest” it’s been in 
years, the cost of borrowing it and the return for 
attain even higher peaks this year. 


That's the unanimous opinion expressed here 
Tuesday night by a panel of four Atlanta financial 
executives. 


Though representing divergent investment in- 
terests, they share this view in common with 
many other well-informed money men, some of 
whom have recently forecast still another increase 
in the Federal Reserve discount rate before long. 


They were polled on the interest rate outlook 
at an Alpha Kappa Psi business fraternity discus- 
sion moderated by Georgia State College finance 
professor Howard S. Gordman. 


Also upholding the relative merits of investing 
in their particular fields of interest were: 


W. O. DuVall, president of both Atlanta Federal Savings & 
Loan Assn. and the United States Savings & Loan League; Hugh D. 
Carter, partner in the investment banking firm of Courts & Co.; 
G. Albert Lawton, president of Georgia International Life Insurance 
Co., and Sam Massell Jr., vice president of Allan-Grayson Realty 
Company. 


Carter qualified his agreement on the interest rate outlook by 
forecasting that further increases would be confined to the first half 
of 1960, then would ease some in the second half. 


Lawton, referring to a current congressional controversy, pre- 
dicted the rate on long-term government bonds would climb past 
5 per cent—to 5% or possibly 544—if Congress removes the 4% per 
cent Treasury ceiling. 


Otherwise, he said, short-term rates would exceed 5 per cent, 
maybe even go to 5%. Gordman noted that both short and long 
term yields currently are about 4.80 per cent. 


As for whether you should invest your money in real estate, life 
insurance, stocks and bonds, or savings and loan shares, there 
were persuasive arguments in support of each.

A visit to the Honolulu Stock Exchange, called the “Surf 
Board,”’ by the president of the “Big Board” (G. Keith Funston of 
the New York Stock Exchange) and a friend (American Stock 
Exchange President Edward T. McCormick), who are bedazzled 
by members of the all-male cast doing a hula hula dance.

and select the best quality be- 
cause this was to be an im- 
portant dinner party. And not 
only did he give them the best 
quality, cut to order, but the 
way I heard it was that this 
big white-aproned man gave 
them step-by-step directions for 
fine meet cookery—so they 
wouldn't desecrate the superb 
quality of his meat. 


But the little butcher’s shop 
on the corner was incorporated 
into a thriving grocery store 
which in turn overflowed into 
a lavish supermarket display- 
ing uniformly cut and individ- 
ually packaged portions of cuts 
heretofore little known—some- 
times unknown to the home 
maker. 


Left alone in front of the 
gleaming meat displays the 
homemaker today stands and 
ponders—prices, cuts, grades, 
quantity. Many have solved the 
problem by buying a particular 
brand or a specific grade— 
others go home with two pounds 
of hamburger! 


+ 

Judging the quality of most 
meats is a very technical job 
requiring much skill and train- 
ing. It is almost impossible to 
judge quality in small plastic 
packaged retail cuts. That is 
why the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has stepped in 
with lis grading system of 
grading whole carcasses. 


The federal meat grader uses 
a roller stamp which leaves a 
ribbon-like imprint of the grade 
name and he applies it in such 
a masner that there will be an 
imprint of the grade name on 
practically all of the retail 
cuts. The stamping is done 
with a harmiess purple vege- 
table juice which usually dis- 
appears: in cooking. 

This meat grading system has 
mo relation to federal meat in- 
Rpection which is required by 
law for all meat moving in 
interstate commerce. MEAT IN- 
SPECTION IS TO ASSURE 
WHOLESOMENESS OF THE 
MEAT—GRADING INDICATES 


“THE QUALITY OF THE MEAT. 


The meat inspection stamp is 
also purple, is round in shape 
and bears the legend “US. 
Insp'd & P’S'D.” It assures 
you that the meat was whole- 
some at the time it was in- 
spected. All meat federally 
graded must first be inspected 
for wholesomeness. 


BEEF 


Six official grades of beef may 
be found in retail stores—USDA 
PRIME, CHOICE, GOOD, 
STANDARD, COM ME RCIAL 
AND UTILITY. Two lower 
grades, Cutter and Canner, 
are rarely if ever offered 
to customers as fresh beef, but 
are used in the manufacture of 
various sausages, meat loaves 
and other processed meat items 
which are not federally graded. 

Not all stores will carry all 
the grades. The buyer usually 
stocks the grade or grades that 
will satisfy the majority of his 
customers. 

Beef of any of the following 
grades will provide a satisfac- 
tory dish if appropriately pre- 
pared. 

PRIME beer fs the top qual- 
ity—produced from young and 
well-fed-type cattle. The meat is 
juicy, tender and flavorful. The 
lean is liberally interspersed 
with fat (marbling). Little 
Prime grade beef is on the re- 
tail market because most of it 
is sold to hotels and restau- 
rants. 


CHOICE beef is of high qual- 
ity but has less fat than Prime 
heef, This is the grade most con- 
sumers prefer—more choice 
heef is produced than any other 
grade. Roasts and steaks from 
fhe loin and rib are tender and 
juicy and other cuts such as 
fhose from the round or chuck, 
which are more suitable for 
braising and pot roasting, should 
he tender with a well-developed 
flavor. 


GOOD grade beef pleases 
thrifty shoppers who seek: beef 
with little fat but of fairly good 
quality. Cuts of this grade lack 
the juiciness associated with a 
higher degree of fatness but are 
relatively tender if properly pre- 
pared. 

STANDARD beef has a very 
thin covering of fat and ap- 
peals to consumers whose pri- 
mary concern is a high propor- 
tion of lean. Mild in flavor but 
lacking the juiciness found in 
beef with more marbling, it is 
relatively tender if carefully 
cooked, 

COMMERCIAL beef is pro- 
duced from older cattle—lacks 
tenderness. It requires slow

cooking with moist heat to de- 
velop the rich, full beef flavor of 
mature beef. 


UTILITY grade beef comes 
from cattle advanced in age— 
lacks tenderness and juiciness. 
Cuts of this grade are an eco- 
nomical source of lear. meat for 
pot roasting, stewing, broiling 
or ground meat dishes. Long, 
slow cooking by moist heat is 
essential. 


VEAL AND CALF 


The official grades for veal 
and calf are USDA PRIME, 
CHOICE, GOOD, STANDARD, 
UTILITY AND CULL. None of 
three grades has enough fat in- 
termingled with the lean to 
make cooking by dry heat broil- 
ing, roasting) practical. Cook- 
ing with moisture is necessary 
to insure juiciness and develop- 
ment of flavor. 


PORK 


The official federal grades for 
pork carcasses are U.S. No. 1, 
U.S. No. 2, U.S. No. 3, Me- 
dium and Cull. These grades 
are not marked on the car- 
casses and therefore do not ap- 
pear on retail cuts of pork as 
they do on beef and other 
meats. Local meat buyers say 
grading of pork is not so im- 
portant because quality does not 
vary as much in pork as in beef 
carcasses. 


LAMB 
The official grades for lamb 
are USDA PRIME, CHOICE, 
GOOD, UTILITY AND CULL, 


‘May Re Suspended 
The U.S, Department of Agri- 
culture’s plan to suspend the 


‘ 


federal grading of lamb for a 
period of one year has heen 
withheld until the first week in 
February. If grading is sus- 
pended at that time, the home- 
maker will have to judge for 
herself the quality of the lamb 
she buys. 


SELECTING LAMB 


The three things to look for in 
buying lamb are the grade 
stamp, the inspection stamp, 
and the appearance. A federal, 
state or local inspection stam» 
assures you of wholesomeness. 
The grade stamp indicates qual- 
ity — without that you must 
judge by the appearance as 
best you can. 


I asked Mr. Charles Brooks, 
assistant manager of a local 
meat packing company, how a 
woman could judge for herself 
the quality of lamb. ‘‘Look for 
a smooth covering of creamy- 
white or slightly pink, firm 
fat,” he said. ‘“The meat should 
be fine-grained, firm, velvety 
and pink—not red. The bones 
should be red, porous and com- 
paratively soft—and look for 
good. fat marbling through the 
lean.”’ 


According to Mr. Brooks his 
company will continue to stamp 
the leg and shoulder with their 
own grading stamp. 


Since lamb comes from a 
young animal it is usually very 
tender so there is little worry 
about buying tough meat. The 
dry heat~ methods — roasting, 
broiling, pan-broiling or griddle- 
broiling—may be used. But use 
low temperatures and avoid 
overcooking.
